Merchants Partly Reiponsible. 


Ifi'Jn interview in a New York newspaper a dry goods mer- 


chant, of that city tells of, the hardships inflicted on,the mer- 
chants, and more especially on their salespeople, by women 
who order large amounts,of goods sent to their homes for in- 
spection, only.to.be returned after-being examined.at leisure' 
and in many cases considerably mussed. The merchant says 
the salaries of the salespeople are based in a general way on the 
sates they make, and the time taken by this class of customers 
is not only an impediment to those who wait on them, but the 
cost, to the .merchant of sending goods to homes and bringing 
them back amounts to much in. the course of a year, to say 
nothing of the damage done to the goods in many instances. 


the merchant complains of this practice, as he has a right to 


so'far as he is not himself responsible. He says women take 
much time in the stores looking over goods, and order quanti- 
ties sent; to their homes which they have no intention of buy- 
ing, 
this being done in many instances to impress those in 


whose company they happen to be with their financial stand- 
ing; That this practice is an abuse will be recognized by all 
thoughtful people aiidby merchants everywhere, for it is an 
abuse that is not confined to New York city. It exists in all 
parts of the country, and, like'most- evils, is naturally most 
pronounced in the large cities. 


•'But it will never be removed entirely by calling upon the 


women to reform. The merchants share the responsibility for 
the., existence of this practice and must do their part toward 
eliminating it if it is ever to be done away with. The fact is 
that in their eagerness for trade they allow their customers too 
much latitude in the direction mentioned, and in the losses they 
sustain they are only paying the penally for their share of the 
responsibility. 


Merchants to succeed must be accommodating. They mus1 


put-;up with some things and some people tl\at are unreason 
able, but there is no reason why they should subject them 
selves to serious imposition, especially when such surrender 
works injury to their employes as well as to themselves. 


According to this New York man, it is high time for reform 


iri the.field of'which he speaks,.and if it is to be brought about 
the merchants must take the lead and bear as liberal a share 
in the work of reform as they have done in establishing the 
abuse.

• President Wilson, is not in favor of such an investigation of 
the country's preparedness or unprcparedness for war as is 
proposed by Congressman Gardiner .of Massachusetts, sup- 
ported by his esteemed-falher-iii-liJ'w,, Senator Lodge of the 
same state, and one of his objections isithat an investigation at 
this time would be liable to create "unfavorable international 
impressions."'
